COLLISION 


A Los - Angeles Train 
Wrecked. 


It Meets a Worktrain in a 
Tunnel. 


Several Persons are Reported to Have 
Been Killed and Others 
Wounded. 


The Disaster is Said to Have Been 
Caused by a Washout—Meager 
Particulars of the 
Affair. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Los Apgeles express, due 
in Oakland at 5:30 o'clock, collided with 
a worktrain in Altamont Tunpel, about 
two miles from Livermore at 7 o'clock to- 
night. Ta&e fireman of the express was 
killed outright. Harry G. Hubbard of No. 
239 Wood street, the engincer, was pinned 
by wreckage against the boiler of his 
locomotive, and was frightfully burned. 
He suffered untold torture and, at 12 
o'clock, when the last pews was had from 
the seeng of the collision, Hubbard, in his 
agony, was praying that he might die. 

The disaster was caused by the train- 
dispatcher at Oakland Mole, who sent 
both trains toward each other on the same 
track. As far as could be learned no 
passengers were injured. When the Los 
Angeles train was coming down the road 
upon its regular route, a washout was dis- 
covered between Monterey and Avon which 
prevented the passage of the express. It 
was ordered to return to Tracy, and to 
make Oakland on the old route by way 
of Livermore. The conductor received a 
wite at Tracey that the line was clear be- 
yond that point, and he therefore pro- 
ceeded, endeavoring to make up for lost 
time on the way. 

During the day a worktrain had been 
out in Livermore Vailey, repairing breaks 
and washouts caused by the sterm. The 
men had been at Altamont, which is a 
short distance off the rafiroad line, and 
their train was west of that place. The 
work being finished, the train started for 
Tracy, pursuant to orders; to, put up for 
the night. To reach Tracy. it had to 
pass through Altamont Tunnel. This place 
has always been considered a dangerous 
spot on the line. It has a slight curve, 


is a terrible spot fer trainomen. 

As the worktrain was making for Tracy 
with the men who had been plodding along 
the line all day, the express was tearing 
from Tracy, making up lost time. Both 
trains had been informed that they had 
the right-of-way. They met with a fright- 
ful crash in the center of the tunnel. 
Both engines were wrecked. The fireman 
of the overland was instantly killed and 
Engineer Hubbard was terribly injured. 

The tender and coal-bunkers of the ex- 
press were smashed and the _ timbers 
pinned Hubbard against the boiler. He 
was probably fatally injured internally. 
His cries of agony were heart-rending. To 
those who crowded around him and en- 
deavored to release him, he made piteous 
appeals to be shot. At 11 o'clock, four 
hours after the accident, Hubbard was yet 
pinned down by the wreck. He was then 
alive, but was suffering most horrible 
torture. 

As soon as Superintendent Wilder was 
informed of the collision he sent a special 
train from Tracy, which took passengers 
back to that station at midnight. A 
wreckingtrain was sent out from Oakland 
Mole at 8 o’clock in charge, of Master Car- 
repairer W. B. Ludlow. . Woolsey, the 
ra'lroed pbysic'an, went tO the scene on 
this train. Two physicians froin Tracy 
were also sent to the tunnel on a special. 
A. D. Wilder, division superintendent, was 
seen at the Oakiand Mole at midnight. 
He said: 

‘Phe information we have so far re- 
ceived is to the effect that the firema¢h on 
the southern overland train is killed and 
Engineer Harry Hubbard fatally injured. 
We heard early in the evening that a se- 
vere washout had occurred between Avon 
and Martinez, and from information fur- 
nished us, it was plain that the southern 
overland could not be brought in by way 
of Port Costa. We ordered the train sent 
back to Tracy, in hopes of being able to 
bring it into Oakland by way of Altamont 
Hill. 

“The train was running on time, and 
was knoW® as a regular. The moment it 
left Tracy, it was run as a special. The 
only way in which I can account for the 
collision is that the train dispatcher at 
Oakland Mole ‘overlooked his hand.’ By 
this I mean that he must have lost sight 
of the trains after they had started out. 
From information received at midnight, I 
am led to believe that none of the passen- 
gers on the southern overland have been 
injured. News from the scene of she ac- 
cident is meager. The trains collided nine 
miles from a telegraph station, and the 
first intimation we had of the disaster was 
furnished by one of the brakemen, who 
rode nine miles on horseback to telegraph 
the news. 

“It is the worst accident ‘that has oc- 
curred on the division since I have been 
superintendent. The Oregon express and 
Central overland trains, scheduled to leave 
the Oakland Mole this evening, were de- 
layed on account of the collision, and the 
damage along the line. We expect to have 
the track at Altamont cleared by tomor- 
row morning. A crew will be sent to re- 
patr the damage caused by the washouts 
at Martinez. It is impossible to work on 
the washouts tonight, as the water is too

He 
did not know whether any one was 5se- 
riously igjured or not. The Stockton train 
and the express bound for Los Angeles 
are now laid up here. 

RUMORS OF FATALITIES. 

OAKLAND, Jan. 4.—-It is reported here 
that several people were killed and in- 
jured. inthe wreck of the Los Angeles 
express, and that Dr. Wolsley has gone 
to the scene. Another report says that 
the engineer was killed and the fireman 
seriously injured. The railroad officials re- 
fuse to give out any information. The 
wreck was caused by a washout, and traffic 
is blocked between Livermore and Tracy. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—The Los An- 
geles freight due in Oakland at 5:10 o'clock 
was wrecked at the Altamont tunnel, near 
Livermore, this afternoon. The engineer 
was killed and the fireman seriously in- 
jured. Their names are not known here, 
and the railroad people refuse to give any 
facts about the disaster. The wréck was 
caused by a washout. The accident has 
caused a blockade between Oakland and 
Tracey.

HE ESCAPES FROM 
HORRORS. 


A Russian General and His Daughter 
Participate in His Flight and 
Thrilling Experiences— 
Adjudged Insane.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—John Baroff, a Rus- 
sian, told a strange tale in an insane cell 
at the Detention Hospital. Judge Don- 
nelly and Dr. Fortner, the examining phy- 
sician, while realizing the mental condi- 


that bis story is true. 

About six years ago, the young man, 
who is still under 30 years ol® says that 
he was discovered in a conspiracy to kill 
Alexander III., and the entire royal family. 
The plot had been well dev®loped, and it 


Russian authorities became aware of its 
existence. Baroff, along with 200 others, 
was taken into custody, convicted and 
exiled to Siberia. 

For four months previous to his senteace 
Baroff languished in prison at St. Peters- 
burg in company with several other pris- 
oners. Chained with him was an ex-gen- 
eral of the Russian army, a man of 60 
years of age. The young spy and his dis- 
tinguished companion had not been to- 
gether many days before they began to 
devise means of escape for themselves and 
the daughter of the general, a young gir) 
of 17 years, who had been exiled with her 
father. 

They were not long in eniisting the 
sympathies of the locksmith who had 
charge of the keys ¢o the prisoners’ fet- 
ters, and him they converted to the prin- 
ciples of Nihilism. It was agreed that 
upon a certain night the prisoners should 
all be freed of their fetters. 
password, known only to the soldiers and 
Officers of the guard, was obtained from 
a sympathizer with the Nihilists. The 
escape was made through a shaft, which 
Baroff climbed, hauling the general and 
his daughter up after bim by means of 
ropes. A team in waiting, five miles from 
the scene of escape, bore the fugitives to 
a village of the Kirghese. From there 
they took up their journey to Russia on 
foot, and, being without sufficient food, 
they were obliged to subsist upon roots 
and herbs. Three times they were chal- 
lenged by solitary guards. 

“I will not say whet we did with these,” 
said Baroff, “but you can easily imagine. 
They had to be gotten out of the way, and 
they were." 

The old general died of exposure before 
he reached the border line of Siberia, but 
Baroff and the young woman arrived in 
St. Petersburg, where she changed her 
name and has lived since. Baroff’s frouble 
wes not over, and he hardly escaped with 
his life in crossing the intrenchments 
which separate Germany and Russia. As 
he leaped the chasm, a Russian soldier saw 
him and fired at bim. The young Nihbil- 
ist still bears the scar of the bullet, which 
struck the back of his head.

The Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized to keep the gold reserve up to 
a minimum of $100,000,000 by selling these 
bonds. Provision is made for thé steady 
retirement of greenbacks both from the 
proceeds of bonds and from the surplus 
in the treasury. ‘Sperry’s substitute is 
understood to have executive approval in 
case the Carlisle bill cannot pass. 

The judgment of those Senators who re- 
mained in the city during recess is that 
the Nicaragua bill cannot pass at this ses- 
sion.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—SENATE.—

battleships had been withdgawn from Ha- 
walian waters. The debate, which was 
interesting throughout, consumed the 
greater part of the morning hour, and, 
at the close, a resolution was passed to 
place it on the calendar, and it can be 
taken up only by unanimous consent. 

Senator Morgan concluded his speech on 
the Nicaraguan Canal Bill, after which the 
bill making appropriations for support for 
the military academy for the fiscal year 
1896 was passed. It carries an appropri- 
ation of $420,000, a reduction of $41,860, ay 
passed by the Mouse. 

The Senate adjourned until Monday. 

HOUSE.—The general debate .on the 
currency bill, which consumed the time 
of the House again today, will continue 
until a caucus is held. Then, if the pres- 
ent plans of the advocates of the bill 
are indorsed, the debate will go on under 
the five-minute rule until Thursday of next 
‘week, when the final vote will be taken. 

The entire debate was a 
in opposition the measure by Mr. n- 
idrix, a New York banker.

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LIKE THE EAST 


An Unusually Severe Storm 
| on the Coast. 


The Southern Pacific’s Shasta Di- 
vision is Blockaded in the 
Deep Snow. 


One Train Partly Buried by Drifts— 
The Sacramento and American 
Rivers Rise—An Overflow 
at Santa Cruz.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—The Weather 
Bureau this morning announces the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 

“A storm of great intensity is central 
along the North Pacific Coast, but, owing 
to telegraphic communication being 
broken, no reports west of the Rocky 
Mountains have been received from points 
north of Red Bluff and Winnemucca so 
that it is impossible to locate the center 
of the disturbance. No reports from the 
immediate coast can be obtained. from 
stations north of San Francisco. Unusu- 
ally high southerly wigds have prevailed 
throughout Northern California and Nortb- 
ern Nevada and doubtl dangerous gales 
have occurred along the entire Pacific 
Coast from San Franciscd northward. 
This storm its apparently one of the most 
severe of the season. 

“Only a portion of the southern reports 
have been received, but these show that 
the rainfall has thus far been confined to 
the northwest portion of the State. having 
just reached San Luis Obispo and not 
having reached Fresno. In the Sacra- 
mento Valley, the rainfall has been wun- 
usually heavy, amounting to from one 
inch to one and one-half inches’ in the 
past twenty-four hours and is sti!l falling 
heavily. This rainfall, together with 
warm weather that prevails, will cause 
a rapid rise in the Sacramento River, the 
extent of which cannot as yet be esti- 
mated. 

Storm southwest signals are displayed 
along the entire Coast from the south- 
west whenever telegraphic communication 
is established. High southwesterly winds 
and dangerous gales prevail along the 
coast, but are likely to diminish in 
force by Saturday. It is dangerous for 
Vessels to go to sea at present, and it is 
advised that all remain in port until the 
storm subsides.” 

RAILROAD SERVICE CRIPPLED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4. — Railroad 
service into San Francisco is somewhat 
crippled as a result of the severe storms 
throughout, Northern California. No 
trains are running on the North Pacific 
Coast road on account of a washout be- 
tween Ross Station and Tamalpais. At 
San Rafael the tracks and the whole cen- 
tral part of the town is under water. 
Southern Pacific ‘trains on the Oregon 
branch are also delayed, snowstorms in the 
Siskiyou region having blocked all through 
trains between this city and Portland. 

HIGH WATER IN THE RIVERS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—The United 
States Weather Bureau has received re- 
ports of high water in the rivers. Dur- 
ing the -past twenty-four hours there has 
been a rainfall amounting on an average 
to three inches throughout thé entire ter- 

,-Titory_ tributary to the Sacramento River 
and below the snow line. At Redding, the 
river at 4 p.m. was 10.5 feet bigh and was 
rising. At Red Bluff it stood 22.4 feet. 
but all the water was not passing through 
the gauge, as a new channel has been cut 
about a mile above the gauge and empty- 
ing below the gauge. The stage will ap- 
a 23 feet, and the danger line is 

At Colusa the river was 18 feet and ris- 
ing. The levees will hold a stage of 25 
feet, but will not carry the water now at 
Red Bluff. An overflow of the upper Sac- 
ramento to the tule basins is immi- 
nent. IK will probably occur on the left 
bank. The Feather River is rising slowly, 
but no danger is feared. The rainfell was 
the heaviest in the American River terri- 
tory, and there will be a rapid rise of that 
stream. It is probable that the Sacra- 
mento River at Sacramento will reach the 
danger line of 25 feet in the next three 
days. There has been a heavy rain, 
emounting to 1.5 inches throughout the 
San Joaquin Valley. The rain still con- 
tinues, and no estimate can be made of 
its effect on the river. 

DAMAGE*AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—The city was 
flooded iwith water and swept by wind tw- 
day, bureting a soore of sewers, uprovot- 
ing trees in Golden Gate Park. and blow- 
ing down several buildings. Two bridges 
across College Creek were swept away, 
and roads in various directions are im- 
passable. There was po direct communi- 
cation with Oregon all day. 

The seven wires controlled by the West- 
ern Union between San Francisco and Chi- 
cago are down. A ‘large force of repairers 
were dispatched to the ntaing in dhe 
vicinity’ of Truckee and Sissons. 

AN OVERFLOW AT SANTA CRUZ. 

_ SANTA CRUZ, Jan. 4.—The San Lorenzo 
River is higher tonight than for years. 
The heavy rains of last night and today 
have caused the river to rise to a height 
that even surpasses the old-timers who 
were here in the former floods of 1861-62. 
Back yards are under water and the bulk- 
heads have been overflowed until now the 
river is within a few feet on Laurel street 
of Pacific avenue. 

In the Garibaldi House there is over a 
foot of water, and in Chinatown the resi- 
dents are preparing to move, as the water 
is rapidly approaching the houses. That 
part of nt street which is a part of the 
burned istrict, is covered with water. 
Twenty cords of wood a minute are float- 
ing down the river. Pieces of bridge tim- 
ber are among the driftwood, giving indi- 
cations that bridges up the river have been 
washed out. 

The electric light and power-house was 

_ flooded and the plant shut down this af- 
ternoon. The electric cars and the elec- 
trie light system were therefore com- 
pelied to suspend. Three lengths of the 
railroad bridge at the mouth of the river 

were washed out this afternoon. On the 
Boulder Creek branch of the narrow- 
gauge road four bridges have been washed 
out. At Soquel, the main street was 
flooded and several families had to move 
out. The water is receding tonight. 
TRAINS MOVING UNDER DIFFICUL- 

TIES. 

‘ASHLAND (Or.,) Jan. 4.—Demoralization 

of traffic on the Shasta division of the 
Southern Pacific by the continued heavy 
storms of the past two or three days 
seems to be mostly over, this evening, and 
trains are moving again, though consid- 
erably behind time. The  north-bound 
overland, which left San Francisco for 
Portiand Wednesday evening, reached Ash- 
land this afternoon, nearly twenty-four 
hours behind time, after being blockaded 
in the snow for twenty hours, seven miles 
north. of Sisson. 
. Passengers arriving on this train tel! 
of fearful storms that raged in the Mt. 
Shasta section. A gentleman talking with 
an Associated Press representative,, stated 
that at the point where the train was 
stuck the wind blew sixty miles an bour. 
and drifsed' the snow until the train, or 
some of the cars, were completely buried. 
The railroad people exerted every energy 
to clear the tracks, and twelve engines 
were unable to move the train, and it was 
not until the company sent a reinforcement 
of 100 men to the scene to shovel the snow 
away by hand chat it was possible to budge 
the train. 1 

Two drawheads were pulled out, but the 
big logchains were brought into wee act 
Hornbrook was reached, when two hours’ 
aditional time waa iost in making repairs. 

‘ There was plenty of fuel aboard to heat 
the cars, bu: the railroad company had to 

forwatd food supplies from Sisson and 

Dunsmuir to the belated passengers. For 


a long distance along the line in Northern 


4 California the passengers in the train ar- 


riving today report that the snow was al- 
most on a level with the car windows as 
the train moved along. The train due ftom 
the south this evening, is reported etght 
hours late at this time. No trouble has 
been experienced on the road over the Sis- 
kiyou Mountains yet, though heavy storms 
have prevailed there, too. No snow at all 
has fallen at Ashland to date. Trains on 
the north end were delayed by a landslide 
in Cow Creek Canyon, near West Fork, to- 
“@ay for four hours. 
MANUFACTORIES CLOSED. 

NAPA, Jan. 4.—Late last night a heavy 
rain commenced, and it continued all night. 
Two inches fell in fen hours, and at Cal- 
istoga four and a if inches fell. This 
was sufficient to cause a . By 98 
o'clock a.m. the river left its banks and 
rose until afternoon, when it was higher 
than at any time since 18381. Residents 
of the lower part of town were taken from 
their homes in boats, and Mayor Suurtieff 
has arranged for their care ‘n the higher 
sections of the town. 

The morning train from San Francisco 
is stalled twenty miles north of here, and 
no train left bere for the -south today. 
One train reached here from San Fran- 
cisco before noon, but it could get no 
further. The track is several feet under 
water in places, and has put out :he fires 
under the boilers. Manufacturing ertab- 
liehments along the river are nearly all 
closed, and some of them have been 
aycttly damaged. The total loss will be 
sf-2ll. No river boats have moved since 
last night on account of high water. The 
entire population of Napa spent the day 
on the streets seeing the sigtts and en- 
joying the novelty of boating along the 
main streets. It is not raining t-night, 
and the water will probahb y go down to- 
morrow. 

FOUR INCHES OF RAIN IN TWENTY- 
FOUR HOURS. 

WOODLAND, Jan. 4.—The storm today 
has been terrific, nearly four inches of 
having failen in twenty-four rs. 
Cache Creek is running over both banks 
and is now about a mile and a half wide. 
The railroad is washed away above Dun- 
nigan, and Buckeye and Bird creeks are 
bank full. The railroad bridge over Bird 
Creek is threatened, and the track is 
washed away at several’ points. This 
storm destroys the last vestige of hope for 
the tule farmers. 

The wagon bridge north of Dunnigan is 
also in danger. At Capay «he storm has 
done considerable damage. The creek is 
overflowing its banks. The old irrigating 
ditch on the south side of town is also a 
source of great trouble; it has been neg- 
lected by the owners, and as a consequence 
has broken in many places, flooding the 
surrounding districts. The end, of the 
bridge leading into Hungry Hollow washed 
out at noon, leaving a gap of about forty 
feet. Water is running over the grade for 
a ce of a quarter of a mil. 

AN UNPRECEDENTED ‘FALL. 

DUNSMUIR, Jan. 4.—The dilockade 1s 
open, ut probably for only a few hours, 
as the snow is falling fast. The day has 
been rainy, the train that was snowed un- 
der at Black Butte Summit yesterday was 
pulled wut last night, one car at a time, 
and hauled ahead to a siding. The cars 
were completely covered, and but for the 
plows that followed, and the rotary ahead, 
they would have bad to dig prospect holes 
to find the cars. Superintendent Cooley 
says that tit is the deepest snow and fell 
the fastest ever known on the ‘road. To- 
day's train from the: south got here five 
hours late. but is still here. All the 
engines have been in use on the plows 
and snow-trains. 

An effort will be made tonight to move 
truins. But for the rotary, the road would 
be blockaded solid for weeks to come, @s 
the old push-plows could not move this 
snow. The south-bound train is marked 
five hours date, but it 4s, hardly possible 
for it to get through tonight. 

LATER: The snow blockade has been 
broken, but only for a fow hours, as ibe 
snow is falling fast. 

YOLO INUNDATED. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 4.—On the Central 
Pacific the sfow came down as far as 
migrant Gap and was slushy apd hard 
to handle. All the plows are running, 
but trains tomorrow will be late. Cache 
Creek burst its levee at Yolo and inun- 
dated the town. There are washouts be- 
tween Blacks and Dunnigan and between 
Maxwell and Colusa Junction. They will 
be repaired by tomorrow afternoon. 

Censiderable country is flooded. Some 
minor breaks occurred on the Oregon line, 
but they are nearly repaired, and trains 
wil be running tonight. There is a 
washout at Putah Creek, west of Davie- 
ville, and washouts at Elmira and Good- 
year. and trains will have to run via 
Stockton till they are repaired. The river 
here is only twenty feet and four inches, 
having fallen several inches. 

NO MAILS AT COLUSA. 

COLUSA, Jan. 4.—There were no mails 
today, as the north-bound train is delayed 
below the county line on account of a 
wash. The south-bound train is in the 
same condition, just above Maxwell. Sev- 
eral hundred feet of track are washed out 
between Colusa Junction and Williams. 
There is no high water as the rise at Red 
Bluff will not be felt here till Saturday. 

The storm is over, and the only danger 
to the tule farmers is water from the hills, 
which is abundant. So many breaks are 
opposite the river it cannot raise suf- 
ficiently to get into Colusa. 

FLOOD AT MONTEREY. 

MONTEREY, Jan. 4.—The eastern por- 
tion of this city between the depot and 
the Del Monte bath houses is inundated 
and the water is still rising. Street-cars 
have ceased running and Alvarado street, 
the main business street of the city is 
a mass of ruins with water and mud. The 
Carmel River is rising and it is feared 
will averfiow its banks. 

SACRAMENTO’S FALL. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 4.—The wind and 
rain ceased here at 3 o'clock today. In 
twenty-four hours the rainfall was 2.75 
inches, making upwards of 13 inches for 
the season thus far, against 5.75 inches 
last season to date. The wind last night 
and this morning blew at the rate cf forty 
miles an hour. The only damage was to 
a few top-heavy trees. It is now clear and 
calm. 

DAMAGE AT LODI. 

LODI, Jan. 4.—The storm did great dain- 
age here. Fences and barns suered to 4 
great extent. A man named Curtis was 
blown from ea barn and badly injured. 
Trees in the public park were thrown down 
and the roof of the Loli mill was blown 
off. 

‘SAN JOSE UNDER WATER. 

SAN JOSE, Jan. 4.—Heavy rains in the 
mountains have caused streams to rise 
rapidly and the low sections north of the 
city are flooded. Nearly all the territory 
from a mile north of town to Agnews is 
under water. The rainfall for today was 
1.92 inches. 

DAMAGE AT MARTINEZ. 

MARTINEZ, Jan. 4.—Alhambra Creek 
overfioweill its banks and flooded the bus- 
iness portion of the town. The damage 
will amount to several thousand dollars. 
The loss to grain men and orchardists will 
be large. 

HIGH WATER AT HAYWARDS. 

HAYWARDS, Jan. 4.—San Lorenzo 
Creek was higher today than ever before 
recorded. The railroad was flooded to a 
depth of four feet and the electric cars 
were stopped. Many guliverts and small 
bridges were washed out in the canyons. 

FLOODS AT SAN RAFAEL. 

SAN RAFAEL... Jan. ‘4.~—Neariy four 
incbes of rain feil here in sixteen hours 
and the streets in the lower part of town 
are flooded with water. A washout at 
Ross station has delayed trains. 

AT YUBA CITY. 

YUBA CITY, Jan. 4--A big storm of 
wind and rain has been raging hére. Over 
two and one-half tuches or rain fell dur- 
ing the last twerty-four hours, making 


for the season to date 17.48 inches. This 
is more than the entire rainfall last sea 
son. The rivers are coming up rapidly 
and high water is expected. The Feather 
River here registers fourteen feet. . The 
wind has subsided somewhat, and the 
weather is clearing. 
SWOLLEN TO OVERFLOWING. 

GILROY, Jan. 4.—Three inches of rain 
fell here, and the rivers are swollen to 
overflowing. A portion of the town near 
the depot is covered with water, and a 
repetition of the floods of 1880 Is feared. 

HIGH WATER AT REDWOOD. 

REDWOOD CITY, Jan. 4.-—-The heavy 
rains have demoralized the roads here. 
Redwood Slough is overflowing end the 
water is up to the bridge, which ordinarily 
is eight feet above the water. 

IDETAINED BY HIGH WATER. 

RED BLUFF, Jan. 4.—The storm has 
subsided, but all trains are detained by 
high water. The Sacramento’ River 
reached twenty-three feet. It is now fall- 
ing. 

RAINFALL AT OROVILLE. 

OROVILLE, Jan. 4.—The rainfall for 
twenty-four hours, ending at 8&8 o'clock 
this morning was 3.24 inches. The storm 
is one of the heaviest ever known here. 

LOS GATOS RAINFALL. 

LOS GATOS, Jan. 4.—Five and a half 
inches of rain fell here in fifteen hours. 
Los Gatos Creek is at Nigh water mark. 

RAINFALL AT UKIAH. 

UKIAH, Jan. 4.—Six and a quarter incbes 
of rain have fallen during the present 
storm. 


OLD SCORES. 


A CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION 
AGAINST MEXICO. 


Guatemala, Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica to Combine to Force Diaz 
to Back Down—Barrios is 
Conciliatory. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—(Special Die- 
patch.) The steamer Acapulco, which ar- 
rived from Panama and way ports, brings 
news of an important mature concerning 
the trouble between Mexico and Guatemala. 
The people who have arrived here recently 
from bath countries deny that there will 
be touble between the republics, but it is 
now stated that Mexico is massing troops 
in Acapulco and will shortly march them 
to the frontier. A gentleman who came 
from Mazatian Was a passenger on the Aca- 
pulco, and he is responsible for this as- 
sertion: 

“The steamer Alejandro," said he, 
“which was wrecked on Altata Reef about 
eighteen months ago, has been recently 
bought by the Mexican government. Pre- 
vious to this the vessel bad been taken off 
the reef and towed to Mazatlan, where she 
was repaired. A month ago she passed 
into the hands of the Mexican government, 
and was converted into a troopship. When 
I left Mazatian, Krupp guos and other 
field pieces were being put on board the 
vessel. She was abow: ready to sail, and 
was full of Mexican soldiers.” 

The statement was afterward confirmed 
by another passenger on the Acapdico. The 
latter gentleman said further that there 
were at least four thousand troops in Aca- 
pulco. Said he: “Mexico has been send- 
ing troops to Acapulco for some time, and 
when we left there soldiers were coming 
in from the interior. I spoke to the Mex. 
ican colonel in regard to the matter, ask- 
ing what it meant. He shrugged his shoul- 
ders and eaid he guessed it meant war. 
"We have no positive orders,’ said he, ‘hut 
I understand that we are soon to march to 
the frontier.’ It looks much like war. Mex- 
icans seem to be very bitter against the 
Guatemalans, and they think lightly of the 
consequences of war. They have a poor 
opinion of the fighting qualities of Barrios's 
soldiers, and think that one Mexican is as 
good as two of them.” 


CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Jan. 4. — The ex- 
pected arrival of ministers from Honduras 
and Salvador, and the possible nomination 
of ministers from Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica put a new light on the Guatamala- 
Mexican boundary negotiations. The evi- 
dent object is to support Guatamala and to 
bring force to make Mexico back down 
from its attitude. All appearances are 
that Guatamala is making efforts to form 
a Central American league against Mex- 
ico for the settlement of old scores. 

The Guatemalan minister is alleged to 
have telegraphed after his official recep- 
tion that the response of Diaz was ap- 
plauded, contrary to diplomatic precedent: 
that he used threatening language and 
prejudged a question of high importance 
to all Central American States. The pol- 
icy of the minister is evidently not pleas- 
ing to his chief, for it is alleged that 
Barrios requested he pursue a more con- 
ciliatory policy. The policy of Marisgal 
and Diaz is not noted as forbearing, but 
unless the envoy takes a different tack,

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Negro Wanted to Die and Take His 
Family

SAVANNAH (Ga.,) Jan. 4.—In a ft of 
jealous rage this afternoon, George Jor- 
dan, a negro,..who has borne an excellent 
reputation, shot and killed his ten-year-old 
son, shot his wife in the forehead and 
neck and shot his three-year-old daughter 
in the chin and head, and then shot him- 
self twice in the breast. 

His wounds are fatal, and it is believed 
his wife will die. The little girl bas a 
chance to recover. Jordan's wife says her 
husband left her two weeks ago. Christ- 
mas he attempted to shoot her. Wednes- 
day she swore out a peace warrant. The 
only explanation Jordan gives is that he

Schooner Samson Lost at 
Point Bonita. | 


Her Crew Escape Although Six of 
the Men are Swamped in 
the Surf. 


The Morning Call Sold—Hobos at 
Sacramento Arrested — Rivers 
Rising—The Destructive 
Tramp Abroad.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—Capt. White- 
law's wrecking schooner Samson, which 
has been engaged for several months in 
wrecking the Pacific Mail steamship New 
York, which was lost on the rocks at Point 
Bonita, was driven upon the rocks one 
mile inside of Point Bonita eariy this 
morning. The schooner is now high up 
on the rocks and is on fire. She will prob- 
ably be a total dss. 

The Samson was driven from her moor- 
ings by a gale which began to blow here 
last night and which still continues to 
blow furiously. Her signals of distress 
were answered by the life-saving crew 
on the point and by the tug Relief, which 


+} Was lying in the harbor with steam up. 


It was between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
morning. The life-saving crew and tug- 
boat men working together, took eight 
men from the schooner before she struck 
the surf and went up on the rocks. Six 
other sailors put out from the schooner 
in a small boat, which was swamped in 
the surf. Luckily they were on the bay 
side of the point where the sea is not 
running so high, and all succeeded in 
swimming ashore.

SHORTRIDGE’S BUY. 


The Call Sold for Three Hundred and 
Sixty Thousand Dollars. | 
4ssociated Preis Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—The Morning 
Call, one of the oldest newspapers on the 
Pacific Coast, was sold at auction here, 
this afternoon, by United States Comm!is- 
stoner Heacock, acting as master in chan- 
cery, under an order issued from the 
United States Circuit Court to effect a 
final settlement of the long-standing part- 
nership between George K. Fitch and the 
ectate of his late partners in the news- 
paper business, Pickering and Simonton. 

The bidding was opened by Charles M. 
Shortridge, editor of the San Jose Mer- 
eury. with an offer of $100,000. R. A. 
Crothers, the Call's business manager, was 
the only other bidder to appear. He 
raised the bid of Shortridge $25,009, and 
the bidding then became spirited. The 
price was run up to £734,500, this being 
the bid of Crothers. and a recess was 
then taken. An hour later the sale was 
resumed, and, when Shortridge had made 
a final offer of $360,000. Crothers stated 
that he had no further offer to make. and 
the Call wa# declared sold to Shortridge. 

In accordance with the rules of the sale. 
the purchaser at once gave his check for 
$18,000, it being 5 per cent. of the pur- 
chase price, and announced that he was 
ready to pay the balance as soon as the 
sale should be approved by the court. 
The formal transfer of the paper will 
probably take place on Monday next. 
The Evening Bulletin, which is owned by 
the same interests, was also to be sold, 
but, by agreement between the interested 
parties, the sale of that property was 
postponed until next Wednesday. 

Mr. Fitch will be a spirited bidder for 
the Bulletin, of which he is now editor. 


HOBOS CAPTURED. 


Two Sacramento Posses Bring in 
Twenty-five Prisoners. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 1—The Citizens’ 
Committee of Safety has begun its cru- 
sade against the crimivals now infesting 
this city. Two posses, numbering fifty- 
five men were sent out this morning te 
raid the hobo camps north of the’ city. 
They returned, dripping wet, to the city 
about noon, escorting twenty-five prison- 
ers to the city and county jails. One of 
the camps was occupied by five men. 
thought to be expert crooks. Two of them 
raised loaded Winchesters rifles at the 
party, and warned them to come no nearer. 
They were overpowered and brought to 
jail. In addition to the rifies there were 
captured pistols, dirk-knives, a sack of 
fuse, a lot of giant powder and other ex- 
plosives. The posse will make another 
raid Saturday morning. 

Previous to thé return of the 
sent out this morning, a member of the 
Executive Committee of this new vigilance 
organization said in an interview: 

“Two posses. have gone out. They are 
made up of good citizens. They are fully 
armed with shotguns, rifles and revolvers. 
They go to clean out the hobo camps 
along the north levee. It is our intention 
to bang a burglar as soon as we find him. 
We will not take him from a jail after 
he is once in. but if we meet him itn the 
custody of policemen on the street, we 
will take him away from them. We will 
be particular, of course, to ascertain that 
he is the right man. If he has burglarized 
a house, if he has attempted to burglarize 
a house, if he has stood up and robbed 
a man on the street, or attempted to do 
so, if we can fasten the crime on him, 
we shall string him up.” 


“It is not our intention to give out the 


names of those who have gone out in 
search of these men in this terrific storm. 
We do not want to advertise them to the 
world. But what they will do will be 
known as the work of this committee, the 
executive officers of which all the citi- 
zens know. You may publish this, so that 
all the good people of the city will be 
informed, and so that the criminal element 
now in the city will be informed.” 
THE INDUSTRIAL NUISANCE. 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 4.—Owing to incen- 
diary harangues by Col. Saulsbury and 
Capt. Miller, two of Kelly's imported In- 
dustrials from Oakland, Chief of Police 
Drew determined this evening to arrest 
them. Since Kelly skipped the city-these 
fellows have been talking nightly to their 
crowd of hobos, and advising them not 
to accept the work of rock-breaking of- 
fered by the citizens, but to demand 
their rights. If refused aims at private 
houses, they were advised to help them- 
svelves, and, above all things, not to break 
rock unless they were paid in cash.

MORE DISCREPANCIES. 


Appelman is Tangled Up in His 
Cross-examination.

WOODLAND, Jan. 4.—Mr. Cook re- 
sumed the cross-examination in the Ap- 
pelman case, this morning, and it was not 
concluded until the hour of adjournment, 
this evening. Cook adopted a line of 
questioning intended to test the memory 
of the witness. Gen. Hart objected. Cook 
said that the witness was very circum- 
stantial in relating all the incidents of 
July 11, so much so that he had a sus- 
pieion that the stery had been rehearsed. 
He proposed to test his memory. The 
court held that the line of questioning was 
proper cross-examination. 
_Cook then led the witness through all 
the intricate mazes of his mo ts on 
the llth of July, in the course of which 
there was some discrepancies between his 
statement and his direct testimony and 
flat contradiction of one witness for the 


defense in. relation to the meeting of the 


defendant and some children near Mrs. 
Matheny's house. Cook tried to get some 
information from the witness by which 
it could be ascertained what the name of 
the man was whom he met in front of 
the Tremont House. Appelman had con- 
versed with the engineer, but did not 
know his name and could not tell any- 
thing about bis runs. 

“I slapped him on the shoulder,” con- 
tinued the witness, “and asked him if he 
had been called. The engineer answered 
‘No, and they will not call me, as they 
know | wiil not come.” Just then we 
heard the train pulling out and the engi- 
peer said: ‘There goes that ecab Clark.’ 

All efforts of Cook to get some informa- 
tion by which the engineer could be iden- 
tified, were futile. He then tried another 
tack. 

“Do you know where this man Dunton 
is who says that be went with you to the 
swimming pond’ asked Cook. 

“I do not.” replied be, “but I have heard 
that he and Judge Spaulding left for 
Portland supplied with good clothes and 
plenty of money and passes furnished by 
J. A. Fillmore.” 

Cook tangled the witness considerably 
when he began to question him about 
reading ihe news of the wreck in the pas 
pers. He sald that @t noon on the 12th 
of July he bought an Examiner of that 
date and read the account. The Examiner 
of the 12th did not reach Sacramento un- 
til the 13th, anid could not have reached 
Yuba county, where witness before 
the l4th. Witness bought and d the 
papers every day, but he could not \jremem- 
ber any particuler article he read except 
Sherburne’s testimony. All the Sah Fran- 
cisco papers containing that testimony 
were prégé@nted to him, but he fatled to 
recognize in any of them ‘the article he 
had read. 

Witness trioped again when Cook asked 
him if he had seen R. Buckingham in 
Washington in the forenoon of July 11, 
and if he bad a gun on his shoulder and 
told Mr. Buckingham he was: going to 
shoot jackrabbits. 

“No, that was on July 10,” replied the 
witness. This morning he testified that 
he was in Stockton on the 10th, and did 
not return until after 1 o'clock. Witness 
created a (sengation by pointing to &@ letter 
lying on the table in front of Cook and 
exclaiming, know where you etole that 
letter.” 

Cook beld & up to show that it was ad- 
dressed to himself, and the court sharply 
reprimanded the witness. Detectives Gib- 
son and Officer Lee told the Associated 
Press representative today that it is cur- 
rent rumor in Washington that if Appel- 
man is convicted there will be two or 
three shooting scrapes. Bad Blood exists 
between John Appelman and Detective 
Ahern. Each claim that the other has 
been trying to pick a quarrel ever since 
the trial began. They came near having 
a collision on the train a few days ago. 
They met last night, and Gen. Hart averted 
a difficulty by taking Appelman away.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 4.—Dr. J. Cas- 
telanos, the newly appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraordinary 
from Salvador to Mexico, is here en route 
to the Mexican capital.

HIS MESSAGE TO THE MISSOURI 
LEGISLATURE. 


He Advocates the Organization of 
Militia and Says the Present 
Force is too Small—Re- 
views the Strike. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

JEFFERSON CITY (Mo.,) Jan. 4.—The 
State Legislature met today. 

Gov. Stone, in his message to the Legis- 
lature, asks, among other things, for an 
increased appropriation for the support of 
the National Guard. In this connection 
he says: 

“The maintenance of a fairly-equipped 
militia is not only in conformity to our 
theories of government, but it is a posi- 
tive necessity. The presence of an ade- 
quate and efficient force of this kind re- 
moves all excuse for the employment of 
the regular army in purely domestic af- 
fairs. It was never intended by the fath- 
ers that the Federal military should be 
used, without invitation, to do, or to aid 
in doing, those things which are incumbent 
upon the police or civil authorities of the 
States. The theory of our government 
contemplates that our chief reliance for a 
military force shall be upon the militia, 
which is a national as well as a State or- 
ganization. It ia always to be greatly 
hoped that there will be no need to em- 
ploy the military, but when the necessity 
does arise it is often of the highest mo- 
ment. The present force is not large, al- 
though I think it is large enough to meet 
any probable contingency.” 

He reviewed the general affairs of the 
State, showing them to be in good condi- 
tion, hotwithstanding the fact that from a 
business point of view the past two years 
have been characterized by the most try- 
ing circumstances, among which he men- 
tioned the financial policy of 1893, the 
Coxey movement, and the coal and rail- 
road strikes. Of the latter strike, Gov. 
Stone says: 

“During the railroad war, while both 
the militia and the rerular army were cal- 
loping over many of our neighboring 
States: while battles were being fought, 
property destroyed and men slain; while 
passion was high, excitement and tumult 
universal, no instance of disorder occurred 
in this State of sufficient magnitude to at- 
tract more than a passing notice. Many 
thousands of men abandoned their posts, 
and for a few days several railways were 
more c> less embarrassed because of. these 
lecal conditions, but it is a well-known 
fact that the railroads of Missouri were 
far more affected by what occurred with- 
out than within the State. The peace of this 
great State was scarcely broken. Throuzh- 
out this entire conflict no instance of dis- 
order occurred which could not be easily 
controlled by the local constabulary. 
There was never a time when there was 
any real need for outside assistance.”’ 

He recommends, among other things, the 
establishment of a board of pardons and in- 
spection: the establishment of agencies 
and means for properly advertising the re- 
sources of Missourl with a view to induc- 
ing immigration: the eession to the United 
States of certaim lands to be used by the 
general government in connection with 
the improvement of the Osage River, and 
a movement to secure, in connection with 
other State assemblies, uniformity of leg- 
islation.

RENT BUSINESS. 


They Show Decreases in Trade Over 
Previous Years—What the Fi- 
nancial Situation is Said 
to Depend Upon. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
report Bays that the failures for 1894, 
fully reported, are 13,885 in the United 
States, and 1856 in Canada. The liabilities 
in the United States are $172,992,856; Can- 
ada, $17.616.215. A few States, including 
New York and Pennsylvania, show more 
failures than in 1893, and in a few South- 
ern States, the amount of the liabilities is 
larger, but in the Central and Western 
States are much smalier. 

A complete review of the different 
branches of business places in a clear 
light the fact that prices in commodities 
are at the lowest level ever known. Eight 
years ago, in July, prices averaged only 
73.69 per cent. of prices for the same 
articles and in the same markets January 
1, 1860, and this remained the lowest point 
ever touched until August 10, 1893, when 
the average fell to 72.76, but early this 
year the prices dropped below all pre- 
vious records, and have never recovered, 
the average decrease being only 68.73 per 
cent. of the prices in 1860. 

BRADSTREET'S. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—Bradstreet's review 
of trade will say that there was no material 
improvement in general trade during the 
week. The tabulation of Bradstreet’s tele- 
graphic reports from the more important 
trade centers does not reveal especially hope- 
ful views as to improvement in business in 
the near future. In many instances the trade 
revival is declared to depend on the settle- 
ment of the currency question. 

Print cloths are weaker and sell at a shade 
under last week's quotations. Corn, too, is 
fractionally lower. Pig tin is lower, also 
pork, raw sugar, Indian corn, live cattle and 
hogs. Foreign competition with American 
woollen dress goods for the spring delivery 
is sharp, and domestic fabrics are neglected. 

The total bank clearings at sixty-nine cities 
in the United States officially reported an 
aggregate for the calendar year past of $44.- 
995,000,000, 16 per cent. less than in the panic 
year of 1892 and 26 per cent. less than tn 1892, 
the year of the largest volume of bank clear- 
ings. The clearings for 1894 constitute the 
smallest aggregate for nine years. Avallable 
wheat in the United States and Canada on 
January 1 aggregated 117,900,000 bushels, 17,- 
000,000 bushels more than the year before, 
11,0.000 more than two years ago, and 49,- 
0.000 bushels more than three years ago. 
Wheat afloat for and in Europe on the Ist 
inst. aggregated 57.744°00 bushels, a falling 
off of 22.200.000-bushels from a year ago and 
10,500,000 bushels two vears ago. 

The most bullish feature of Bradstreet's 
regular monthly report is that American 
wheat stocks show a net decrease of 689,000 
bushels in the available supplies in the 
United States and Canada during December 
last, whereas, in the four preceding years, 
the December available stocks of wheat here 
and in Canada each increased on an average 
of between 4.099.000 and 5,000,900 bushels. 

BANK CLEARINGS. 

_ NEW YORK, Jan. 4.—The statement 
compiled by Bradstreet shows the total 
bank clearings for the principa! cities of 
the United States last week were $944.- 
978,348, a decrease of 4.6 pér cent... as 
compared with the corresponding week of 
last year.

KILLER WHALES. 


THE FIGHTERS IN THE GULF OF 
CALIFORNIA. 


A Terrific Combat Between Three 
Killers and a Big California 
Whale—The Dagger- 
shaped Fin. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) One of the most ferocious and 
pugnacious fish of this or any other coast 
abounds off San Diego and Lower Cali- 
fornia and in the Gulf of California. It is 
the killer whale. The killer is always 
spolling for a fight. In fact, fighting 
seems to be a part of the pleasure of life 
for this fish. He is cock of the walk in 
ocean walks of life, and never hesitates to 
attack whales five times bis own weight. 
The fierce swordfish will run away from 
a killer whale as quickly as a cat runs 
from a dog. These killer whales usually 
cruise about in schools of three-or more, 
seeking food and fights. In the Gulf of 
Lower California not long ago occurred a 
royal fight between three small killer 
whales and a big California gray whale 
with her calf. Solicitude for her calf made 
the California whale a terrible antagonist. 
The killer whales were about fifteen feet 
long. The California whale measured 
thirty or forty feet. The calf was of 
goodly size. It was with its mother in a 
lagoon when the killer whales bore down 
on the innocent pair with blood in their 
eyes. Evidently these fish corsairs were 
hungry. They steered straight for the 
ealf. The big mother rushed at the in- 
vaders. Two of the killers seized the gips 
of the mother in their vicious mouths and 
forced her head under the water, lacerat- 
ng the lips and scaring the monster. 
With their flukes the killers pounded the'r 
victim, but, seeing the calf trying to 
escape from the third killer, they joined in 
the chase and left the big whale to watch 
her darling calf pounded and bitten in the 
distance by the pirate killers. Their favor- 
ite mode of attack is to seize the lips of 
the victim and pull ‘ts head under water 
and thrash the body of the victim with their 
flukes until the fish is exhausted. Thus 
was the calf treated until its body sank 
beneath the waves in several fathoms of 
water. The greedy killers would then 
dive down to the body of the calf whale 
and tear off portions of the flesh, coming 
to surface to eat it. While thus engaged 
the badly wounded mother whale swam 
awey from the scene of the fight, leaving 
a bloody trail behind her.

A WHIM OF GENIUS. 
Stevenson the Strangest Bantling 


Nature Ever Nursed. 

At the tiie Mr. Stevenson purchased his 
estate in Samoa a writer in the London 
Hawk, over the signature of “John o’' 
Dreams,’ gave the following fase nating 
goss p of what he was pleased to term 
a “wild, dainty, unearthly creature.’ “The 
fact said he, “‘tBat Stevenson's liter- 
ary work is a mere excrescence on a re- 
markably personality—if a personality may 
bear an excrescence—and the man is so 
much above literature that some who 
know him do not reckon: his books at 
all: while otbers confuse him with his 
books. What a pity it is tha! we can- 
not give a proper picture of a man like 
Stevenson. No living creature could say 
an ill word of him; every man that ever 
saw him loved him from the first time 
“Or meeting, and I believe that the only 
beings created by God who did not—feel 
drawn to him were those dreadful, proper 
women, who could not understand the 
strangest ban‘ling that ever Mother Nature 
nursed for her very own. 

“In all my life | have never seen such 
a fellow who has such a g ft of attracting 
affection, and the queer thing is that 
the affect on once attracted always re- 
mains with him, so that he has never lost 
a friend nor made an enemy. Moreover. 
by some miraculous sleight, it happens 

t in whatever company he is placed, 


he becomes first, and that, too. without 
any effort. As soon as he opens his 
mouth something falls from i: which 


forces you to heed hm, and the tntense 
charm of the talk is something that most 
men do not care to check the magic of 
it By interpolating words of «heir own: so 
that at one t me I fear that Master Loui« 
was acquir ng a trick of monologue which 
gained upon him, but t did not matter: 
there is no man whom [ ever knew who 
would not be very content ‘o let Steven- 
son pour out bis indescribebly beautiful 
thought. I know that if I had the blessed 
luck to get the chance of another day's 
chat with him, and he had the fancy to go 
at it in monologue for a dozen hours, I 
should take precious good care to keep from 
nterruption. Let me name one very 
singular thing: You cannot remain long 
in Stevenson's company without feeling 
like a good man. You may not be good, 
mark you, any more than I am. but 
everyth'ng that is bad in you lies low. and 
every power that makes for kindness. 
tenderness, uprightness and char'ty seems 
as if it must begin to flourish. The more 
I think of this the. more it puzzles me: 
because the fellow is just about as far 
from being a saint as any one may be. 
He can be as broad as anybody. and he 
will sometimes emphasize his conversation 
with effects of blasphemy which are most 
broad and picturesque; yet swearing from 
him becomes artistically right on the in- 
stant, and everything he says seems clear | 
and pure. <A profane crite who adored | 
Stevenson ofce said to me: ‘The biank 
wriies so blank well because he has a 


beautiful mind.’ You feel that al! along 


as the 
goes on. 
“To see Stevenson 


unmatched, 


in als most striking 
aspect, just let him alone in a good big 
room. He cannot eit still; the lithe, quick 
figure, which looks as if it should be meas- 
ured for a sheath instead of a suit, moves 
swiftly up and down like a caged creature, 
the velvety eyes glow with a light that 
seems to come really from some depth; the 
long hands move so as to emphasize and 
interpret every new point, and the lovely, 
picked English flows on with an occasional 
break in the shape of bold, brutal slang. 
Once, in the midst of the very finest burst 
of talk about Caesar that I ever heard, he 
suddenly paused, and then, in an ecstacy 
of literary seif-approval, he-described the 
eminent conqueror of Gaul as ‘the how!l- 
ingest cheese that ever lived.’ This was 
quite beneath the dignity of history, but 
it is quite in Stevenson's way. It is these 
queer changes that make an hour of Ste- 
venson’s talk like an exciting romance; 
you never know what will come next; you 
only learn to be sure that it whl be some- 
thing totally inexplicable and unexpected. 
When he makes a personal appeal to you, 
and the kind eyes burn so warmly, he 
makes you forget even his talk: and tbe 
hardest of men must grow soft toward 
him. I could have broken him in two 
with ore hand, but he could do absolutely 
as he liked with me; the possibility of re- 
sisting him or crossing him never seemed 
thinkable to me, and I believe all strong 
men were affected by him in the same 
way. 

“Louls Stevenson abbors mathematics, 
yet, as the good heaven covers us, I have 
seen him fascinate Prof. Syivester, the 
most transcendental! of all mathematicians, 
to such a point that the excellent old man 
began cxplaining four-dimensioned space 
to a youth who would have been floored by 
a simple proportion sum! Artists, lectur- 
ers, novelists, editors, poets, politicians— 
all were drawn in the same mysterious 
fashion. At first there was a sort of re- 
pulsion between the late Prof. Clifford and 
Stevenson, for Clifford had sometimes an 
affectation of cynicism, and Stevenson 
hates a cynic as he hates the devil; but 
the men were too frank and clean-minded 
to remain estranged long. With persons 
of low degree this astound Liagnetism 
takes effect just as it does on learned and 
cultured folk. I remember when Steven- 
son came back from France, after he had 
been wandering in the Cevennes, he cut 
a very remarkable figure. His hair, as 
usual, Rung very long. He had not 
washed, | should fancy, for some days. 
He wore a shocking suit, and a basket hat 
made of gardener’s bass netting, through 
which tiny locks wriggled here and there. 

.e@ went a-roaming together one afternoon, 
and got into a lonely place, whereupon 
Louis stopped a tramp and said: ‘Can you 
tell me where I can get some tobacco about 
here’? The tramp was quite as well dressed 
as the author, but he never was under a 
delusion. He tovched his hat respectfuMy 
to the ragged portrait before him. and 
made answer: “Well, sir, ‘tis a goodish 
way. I got a bit left. if you'll 
though jt ain't the kind as you'll be used 
to." Stevenson was very much tickled, 
and wondered how on earth the roadster 
should know that he smoked 
etuff. I didn't. . 

“So this most delightful work of God 
fared through the world, ‘winning the 
hearts of men and women. strong and 
weak, gentile and simple, until he was 
driven from England in search of warmth; 
and I hear that he only went away to dis- 
cover another continent of worshipers. 
Nearly all cf his friends keep touch with 
him, and aithough I. personally, am too 
morose to see any one or speak to anyone 
unless | am forced, yet at this day I love 
all the enthusiasm that I felt 
when I was a smooth-faced boy. England 
will never see him again, and the more is 
the pity, for we shall never know what 
a personage has bern vouchsafed to us. 
The man who made Stevenson is undoubt- 
edly Henley. Whenever you see a very 
great man in history you may always be 
eure that there was a greater one behind 
him, who inspired him and remained ob- 
scure. Henley is a stronger and greater 
man than Stevenson, but somehow his 
genius runs in the direction of drawing 
ideas and performance out of cthers. H 
used to be one of the fastest of literary 
workers, and he would write sonnets, or 
any other difficult form, right off in. the 
Printing office at the speed of prose. He 

chosen to slacken production: but, 
at any rate, he continues togform men’s 
minds as he did Stevenson's. Oddly 
‘nough, I brought the pair together, and 
each found his complement. Henley was 
in a hospital, and I implored Leslie 
Stephen, editor of the Cornhill. to eall 
and see him. Mr. Stephen thought Hen- 
ley might like a youthful companion, and 
thus the burly, rugged invalid was pre- 
sent to Ariel, and a very fruitful part- 
nership has ensued, for the two most com- 
pletely witty men in ritain became 
allies. 
secure. I count him am@ng the greatest 
of modern men. and I ope he may do 


more than suggest with his plercingly 
strong wit.”’

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
The introduction of oil for use in loco- 
motives on the Southern California Rail-

altogether, and the Southern California 
road will soon be followed by the other 
lines. Nine barrels of oil have been found 
equal to three tons of coal. This makes 
the relative cost of coal only 34.59 per 
ton, supposing that $1.50 be paid for 
the oil.

able to utilize the heaviest variety of ofl, 
the asphaltum .being valuable for inks. 
paints and fifty other products, such as 
are manufactured at Santa Paula, in Ven- 
tura county. Work on the pipe-line sys- 


tems, for three of which franchises were 


granted by the City Council. will com- 
mence before long, at least upon one of 
them. The Council has given six months’ 
time upon which to commence work, and, 
perhaps, during that time one or more 
of the holders of franchises may sell out 
his rights at a profit.

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


The Pasadena Star calls attention to 
a matter which ought to receive more 
consideration. It says: 

“A good opportunity for the exer- 
cise of the functions of officers of the 
Humane Society may be found in the 
cases of many young men who drive 
livery horses up here from Los Ange 
les. They crowd them up the heavy 
grade on a fast trot and when they 
arrive the poor animals are apt to be 
badly blown and overheated. After 
this experience it is a common sight 
~ Sp the drivers race back to the 

This is but one illustration, among 
many, of the need of a more thorough 
organization of the Humane Society in 
this county. Cases of needless and in- 
duman cruelty to defenseless ani- 
mals—and especially to horses—are of 
all too frequent occurrence. The Hu- 
mane Society as at present organized 
is unable to deal properly with more 
than a very small percentage of these 
eases, Its principal handicap is for 
lack of means. It costs money to fol- 
low up, prosecute and secure punish- 
ment for abuses of this kind., 

In this connection it should be 
further mentioned that one of the 
chief obstacles with which humane so- 
cieties everywhere have to contend is 
the disinclination or refusal of indi- 
viduals who become cognizant of cru- 
elty to animals. to make complaint 
to the proper officers, and to furnish 
testimony such as will secure convic- 
tion. The tendency too often ia to 
shirk the responsibility of prosecution 
entirely upen officers, while withhbold- 
ing from them the support—moral, 
financial and legal—necessary to in- 
sure the thorough prosecution of their 
work. 

If every man or woman who be 
come cognizant of offenses of the kind 
referred to would promptly make com- 
plaint to the authorities, and hold 
himself or herself in readiness to tes- 
tify in court at the proper time, a 
great deal of needless cruelty to ani- 
mais might be done away with. Pub 
lic opinion is singularly indifferent on 
this subject. It might be aroused by 
prompt and timely effort on the part

the ‘true glory to God.’ We are all 
members of the great parliament of 
the world. Let us show that we can 
be above party, above country, above 
creed, and that we owe allegiance to 
truth only, and to that voice of con 
science which is the ‘real presence’ in 
the universal communion of man- 
kind.” 

This would be a step in the right di- 
rection, and it is toward this that 
civilization is tending.

The brotherhood of the’ race 
appeals to us as never before, and

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 1, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) The editorial which 
appeared in The Times Friday morning, 
28th ult., “An Awful Muddle,”’ meets the 
hearty approval of many of its readers. 
There is a financial vortex in front of the 
American people which will require the 
combined efforts of every patriotic and un- 
selfish citizen to shun. We are all agreed 
upon one point, to-wit: That our money 
system requires to be remodeled in the 
interest of all the people. 

If the government has the constitutional 
authority to delegate to corporations the 
right to issue money, it certainly can per- 
form that which it presumes to delegate 
to others. Simplicity should be sought. 
The pian should be divested of all frictidg. 
A large number of citizens have beethold- 
ing meetings during the past few weeks, 
which have resulted in the forming of a 
“Silver League.” 

We_ regard the money question as the 
most vital with which the American peo- 
ple have to contend. We believe, if it is 
properly arranged, that many of <he other 
evils from which we are suffering will 
adjust themselves, not, however, that we 
regard the money question as being the 
only reform needed, but for the present 
it is certainly paramount to all others. 

Our Silver League has only one plank 
in its platform. This declares in favor of 
free coinage of silver at the old ratio of 16 
to 1 of gold; paper money to be issued by 
the government; the government giving 
preferencé to neither gold, silver or pa- 
per; all three to be a legal tender for all 
debts, public and private. Gold contracts 
to be prohibited by law. Volume of circu- 
lation to be commensurate with our do- 
mestic commerce. No banks of issue to 
be allowed. The exisiing national banks 
to be disposed of as fast as their charters 
expire.' With such a system we believe it 
will be impossible for a widespread na- 
tional money panic to occur.

It 
is thought that the robbers have trans- 
ferred the money to confederates. A rig 
like that of the robbers was seen to meet 
another. After a short confab, the latter 
drove back toward the rallroad. 

Two men, known to the. police as Ed 
Steadman and Frank Conway, are now in 
the City Prison, charged with the bank 
robbery committed at Oatario at 1:30 a.m., 
yesterday. They were arrested by the city 
police on the Southern Pacific 4:58 p.m. 
train upon its arrival in this city yester- 
day, and were received at the central sta- 
tion at 5:15 p.m. 

The police department and the Sheriff's 
office were early advised of the bold rob- 
bery, and both immediately took steps to 
intercept the robbers if they came this 
way. 

G. T. Stamm, president of the bank, was 
ins this city and received telegrams and 
telephone messages from his son relating 
the condition of affairs and describing the 
robbers as accurately as possible. He ad- 
vised Sheriff Cline of their content¢, and 
they aided materially in the later capture 
of the two fellows held on suspicion at 
the City Jail. These men fit the descrip- 
tions very accurately, and the detectives 
are congratulating themselves upon the 
promptness with which the robbers were 
captured.

While they were 
leaving the depot Detective Auble and 
Officer Arguello saw Conway sneak some- 
thing from his pocket end hold it in his 
hand behind him. It was-an open-faced 
gold watch, which he threw away far back 
of him. Arguello saw it fall ané@ picked 
it up. A elilver wetch was also found on 
the fellow, and both were identified as 
property recently stolen in this city. De- 
tectives Auble and Goodman had been 
hunting for these same men and ‘watches 
since early morning. 


PROBABLE MOVEMENTS. 


They probably left here early yesterday 
morning, or the night before, and after 
doing the robbing planned at Ontario, bad 
calculated to get safely into hiding in 
this city before the officers of the law 
could recover from their surprise and get 
upon the trail. But the fellows miscalcu- 
lated. They left Ontario in the buggy 
and drove to Spadra in the round-about 
direction Of Chino. At Spadra they got 
their tickets, but here they were captured. 
The whole uffair was executed with nent- 
ness and dispatch. 

HARD CHARACTERS. 

Both fellows are known to the detectives 
as bad men. Frank Conway, whose 
“road name” is “Iowa Whitey,” is an all- 
around thief and criminal. Besides his 
own watch he had the two stolen ones, 
and with other minor articles, a navy re- 
volver and $35.80 in his possession. 

Ed Steadman is the worse of the two, 
and has a long record of crime attached 
to his name. He is covered with scars of 
bullet and knife-wounds. He is known to 
be a professional criminal and a jail- 
breaker. About five or six years ago he 
escaped from San Quentin through ea sky- 
light, and has been looked for everywhere 
since. He is wanted in Joliet, IIL, for 
breaking from «hat prison last September. 
Besides the revolver he had, among numeer- 
ous small articles, a watch and §25sin 
coin in his possession. ‘ 

The rest of their plunder it is supposed 
they cached somewhere during their flight. 

Conway is a short, thick-set fellow of 

swarthy complexion, but light hain. He is 
@bout 5 feet 7 inches in height. He bas a 
shifty glance and an uncertain manner. 
. Steadman is a tall man, nearly 6 feet 
in height, with black hair and black, 
scrubby growth of beard. For a study in 
evil, villainous expression, his face is one 
for an artist to look upon and copy. 

Both men were dressed in dark sack 
suits, heavy shoes, once white negligee 
shirts and black slouch hats. They made 
feeble attempts to joke about their arrest, 
and put on an air of innocence, but they 
were dismal failures at that. Neither bas 
as yet made any confession, but the de- 
tectives think they can fasten the crime 
upon them all right without it.

MISSING WEALTH. 


OVER TWELVE THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS HAS DISAPPEARED. 


— — 


Mme. Marie Begon’s Wealth Has 
Taken Wings, Leaving no Trace ~ 
Behind—A Fruitless In- 
vestigation. 


In the Probate Court yesterday Jean 
Pierre Agourre and his wife, Jeanette, ap- 
peared before Judge Clark in response to 
a citation, for examination touching certain 
personal property belonging to Marie RBe- 
gon, deceased, which they are suspected 
of having concealed, embezzled and dis- 
posed of, but, as usual in such proceedings, 
the investigation was fruitless. 

Mme. Marie Begon, who died in this 
city on November 9 last, at the ripe old 
age of 83 years, left an estate consisting 
of real and personal property estimated at 
$12,660. Her heirs and devisees under 
her will are Alphonse R. Geantil. aged 58, 
of San Francisco, and Alexander Jay, aged

AT THE CITY HALL. 


Affairs Wound Up. 
FINAL BUSINESS SESSION OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 

All nine members of the City Council 
were present at an adjourned meeting he! 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of 
completing the business in hand. The 
presence of Superintendent Akin of the 
Les Angeles Consolidated Railway Com- 
pany in the Council chamber led to the 
expectation that the ordinance granting 
that company an __ franchise, 
which ordinance is in the hands of the 
Mayor, might be returned to the Council 
without His Honor’s signature. This, how- 
ever, did not occur. 

In order to clear up certain matters be- 
fore him, the Mayor returned without his 
approval a large number of demands for 
the payment of mofley not authorized by 
requisition. They were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

The requisitions were allowed as pre- 
sented with the approval.of the Supply 
Committee. 

The same committee reported without 
recommendation four requisitions of the 
Street Superintendent for the employmen: 
of four extra teams for the month of Octo- 
ber, amounting to $371. 

Councilman Nickell moved to allow the 
requisitions. He said possibly the requi- 
sitions were a little irregular, yet the 
men had done the work,:and he believed 
they ought to have their pay. 

Coungilman Munson said that, accord- 
ing to precedent, demands for work of 
this sort, by a city officer, had 
been paid even without a requisition. He 
believed the services for which the requisi- 
tions had been presented had actually been 
— and the money should be jal- 


All the members voted for the allow- 
ance of the requisitions, except President 
Teed, who, in explaining his vote, said: 
“Tt is an outrageous and extravagant ex- 
penditure of the people’s money, which 
we should not be called upon to pay.” 

Demands for the amounts named in the 
requisitions were thereupon approved. 

A recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee that the City Attorney be directed 
to present a contract bond with 
Stephen C. Foster for the translation of 
the old Spanish records into English for 
$500, was presented. 

Councilman Nickell moved to refer to 
the incoming Council. 

This motion failed to carry, and the 
recommendation was adopted. 

Bonds of city officers-elect were, on 
recommendation of the Finance Commit- 
tee, approved. 

ERT SERVICES IN SPILMAN CASE. 

Demands for $300 each, but approved by 
the Finance Committee for $150 each. from 
Fred Eaton, H. Hawgood and G. Purcell 
were presented. It was explained that at 
the time the Spilman suit was brought the 
City Attorney quietly consulted members 
of the City Council] and with their ap- 
proval employed the three engineers named 
to examine the ground preparatory to giv- 
ing expert testimony in court when the 
case came to trial. The understanding 
with them was that they were to receive 
$300 each in full compensation for their 
services. case, however, had been set- 
tled by stipulation without being brought 
to trial, and the Finance Committee had 
approved the demands to the amount of 
$150 as a sort of compromise.

Councilman Rhodes moved that the Elec- 
tric Railway Company be directed to re- 
place the crosswalk torn out at P'co and 
Vernon streets.

System of Committees. 


DIFFERENT ARRANGEMENT IN THE 


SCHOOL BOARD CONSIDERED. 
There has been some talk of a different 
arrangement of committees in the incom- 
ing Board of Education from that which 


has been in operation with the outgoing 
board. The names of the committees of 


the present board are as follows: Finance, 
Buildings, Furniture and Supplies, Teach- 
ers and Salaries, Rules and Classification, 
Janitors and Printing, Visiting, Insurance, 
Ways and Means. 


In the first place there is no committee 


to which High Bchool matters would natu- 
rally. go. The needs of the High School 


are in many respects unlike those of the 


primary and grammar grades, and the 


question of what portion of the funds at 


the dispesal of the school board should be 
devoted to thé institution is an important 
one. Under the present arrangement there 
is no committee to which High School mat- 
ters would specifically apply, and conse- 
quently the responsibility for the manage- 
ment of the High School rests upon the 
whole board, and it is difficult to fix the 
blame, if the institution is not m 

in accordance with the wishes of the peo- 
ple generally. Of course such a committee 
would nov be in absolute control of the 
High School, but the board would be wh- 
likely to assume the responsibility of act- 
ing against the recommendations of such 
committee uniess there -were something 
evidently wrong in such recommendations. 
If there were such a committee it is be- 
lieved the public would have a much bet- 
ter opportunity, to know to whom is due 
the praise or blame, as the case may be, 
for the management of affairs connected 
with the big building on the hill. 

With one Committee on Finance, and 
another on Ways and Means, as at present, 
there are numerous important questions 
likely to come up which could = with 
scarcely different propriety be referred to 
either of these committees. This being 
the case the president of the board is given 
an opportunity in many instances to refer 
a matter to whichever of the two commit- 
tees he believes will report on it in near- 
est accordance with his own ideas. Prac- 
tically the same condition of affairs exists 
between the Committee on Furniture and 
Supplies, and the Committee on Janitors 
and Printing. Of course where the presi- 
dent announces a reference to a committee 
to which a majority of the board does not 
want the matter under consideration to 
be referred to the majority may overrule 
the president's announcement and vote 
to refer it to the committee desired, but in 
actual practice it is found this is not very 
likely to occur. 

The Board of Education of Duluth, 
Minn., as in this city, has nine members. 
The committees are as follows, there being 
three members of each committee: Execu- 
tive, Buildings and Grounds, Finance and 
Accounts, Schools and Teachers, Property 
and Supplies, Fuel and Janitors, High 
School and Courses of Study, Text Books, 
Special Instruction. Such an arrangement 
as the above is believed to be very much 
to be preferred. 

In this city the Committee on Teach- 
ers and Salaries has the privilege of rec- 
ommending both on matters in reference 
to teachers, and also in regard to salaries— 
two of the most important questions that 
come before the beard. It is considered 
better that these two functions, which are 
not at all closely allied, should be divided 
between two committees. A committee 
having both these functions has what is 
liable to become a dangerous power. 


New School Buildings. 

School Superintendent Search stated 
yesterday that he intends to present a 
recommendation on the building of new 
schoolhouses, for which it is proposed 
to vote bonds, at the meeting of the new 
Board of Education, which is to be held 
Monday evening.

GUY ROBERTS PLEADS GUILTY TO 


FORGERY. 

Guy Roberts, a well-known young resi- 
dent of the East Side, appeared before 
Judge Smith in Department One yester- 
day and by leave of the court and District 
Attorney, withdrew his plea of not gullty 
and substituted that of guilty to one of 
the charges of forgery pending against 
him. He was thereupon sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the State Prison at San 
Quentin for the term of five years, and the 
other cases against him were dismissed. 

ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Three unfortunate men, all of whom, 
strange to say, proved to be natives of 
New York, were adjudged insane and com- 
mitted to the State Asylum at Highlands 
yesterday, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of Commissioners Wernigk and 
Lindley. 

Charlies B. Howe, a youth about 21 years 
of age, was examined before Judge York. 
From the evidence it appeared that young 
Howe was at one time an acrobat, but sus- 
tained an injury to his head on account of 
an accidental! fall. Since that time, when- 
ever be drinks imtoxicants he becomes 
very violent and has to be restrained. He 
was confined in the Kankakee Asylum for 
a few months, but was taken from that 
institution by his mother, who resides in 
this city now. Recently he took a dislike 
to her, however, and attacked her with a 
knife, but was disarmed, fortunately, before 
doing ber an injury.

Were no Soldiers or Warders 
on Duty and Little Children 
the Place. 


Hon. Florence O'Driscoll, a member of 
he English House of Commons, con- 
Rributes a second paper on “‘Scenes in Can- 
on” to the January number of the Cen- 
ury. This is devoted to a description 
jof the punishment of criminals, and to the 
river population. Mr. O'Driscoll says of 
his visit to the prison: 

_ Since visiting this prison, I have never 
ceased wondering at two things whenever 
1 have ‘thought of the subject: First, why 
the prisoners stay there at all; second, if 
iMetermined to remain in prison when cap- 
tured, how any one can dare to be a 
<riminal in China. 

The buildings were none of them above 
Kwelve or thirteen feet high at the loft- 
jest part of the roofs, and many were 
much lower. The outer door, unguarded, 
*tood open, leading to some narrow pas- 
sages with rectangular turns. Seated 
Sdrowsily in the shade were two or three 
men in ordinary Chinese outdoor dress. 
Some children were playing about the 
alley, while a woman or two looked on. 
There was nowhere to be seen an official 
funiform, indicating the presence of a sol- 
ier or a warder. 

Half-way> down an alley was a gate; 
it was open. Even when sbut it consisted 
only of a few wooden bars stuck ip a 
rack, and one blow with a sbarp toma- 
hawk would cut the stoutest of them in 
half, while with an ordinary penknife any 
of the bars could have been whittled 
through in less than half an hour. Here 
a mild-looking Chinaman sat in a shal- 
low niche in the wall, and some children 
ran in and out at will. 

Inside were fifteen or twenty ferocious- 
looking creatures. They were human be- 
ings, and’ tame, but they looked wild; the 
little clothing they wore was in rags and 
tatters. A chain about a foot long fas- 
tened the legs of each together, pieces of 
jron being bent round the ankles and 
looped, into each end of the links. They 
were apparently half etarved; their eyes 
were like those of wild beasts; their faces 
were unshaven, and showed some inches 
of black growth standing straight on end. 
Though their queues were plaited, the hair 
was so ruffled as to make the plaiting al- 
most indistinguishable. 

The place was a smal! courtyard, about 
twenty or twenty-five feet square. One 
great stall, like a cowshed, ran round it, 
barred up in front with the usual flimsy 
round saplings, except here and ere, 
where an opening was left for convenience 
a passing in and out. 

I did not feel particulariy anxious to go 
m among the occupants, but, as they all 
ked out to have a look at me, leaving 
be place empty, I entered.

The story of life on a fruit farm in the 
sun-kissed valley of Seuthern California 
as told by the young man is so charmingly 
mple, as already said, and yet so fullof 
int®resting details, as to amount to a 
valuable contribution to the world’s in- 
formation on thes subject. But it is .as 
a plece of literary art, unconsciously pro- 
duced, probably, and aside from its utili- 
tarian interest, that the paper is com- 
mendable. Without any attempt at art, 
witbout the use of a figure of speech, w'th- 
out the remotest intention of being elo- 
quent or even graphic, the young gentle- 
man has produced what may fairly be 
called a pastoral of California life.

A new process for the pre- 
cipitation of beet juices with an tron chior- 
ide has been tried in Germany with great 
success, and is, so it is said, to be tried 
in this country. It is claimed that with 
this method the precipitation is more com- 
plete than is possible to obtain with lime 
and the regular mode of carbonatation. 
The chloride also precipitates the albumen, 
and other organic substances are separated 
at the same time. In this process lime is 
with the raw juices from the battery until 
their alkalinity is about 0.08 per cent., 
and to thirty gallons of juice.

HUNTING A ROGUE ELEPHANT. 


The Beast Had Terrorized an Entire 
Community. 

(C. F. Holder, in January St. Nicholas:) 
Some years ago a famous hunter, travel- 
nig through India in search of amusement 
ard information, was met by a deputation 
of natives from a small village. who 
asked his protection from an elephant 
that had taken up his residence near their 
town. Not only had the great animal 
again and again destroyed their crops, 
but it had killed several men. Altogether 
the elephant was the terror of the large 
and formerly prosperous community. 

The hunter assured the natives that he 
would try to destroy their enemy, and he 
at once made hig preparations. 

The stranger was an experienced ele- 
phant-hunter, having followed the great 
beasts wherever found, in Africa, Ceylon, 
and India. He knew at once that this 
troublesome fellow was what is known 
as a “rogue,”’—a term given to elephants 
that are vicious, not simply roguish— 
brutes that try to destroy everyhing, espe- 
clally the property and lives of men. 

First he must learn, if possible, the 
ways and habits of this especial rogue, 
and, with that object in view, he con- 
sulted the head men and hunters of sev- 
eral villages. One man stated that the 
rogue was possessed of an evil spirit; that 
on one day it would visit one locality, and 
on the next day be heard of many miles 
away. As to its actions, the man said, 
it suddenly came from a dense jungle near 
his mative town and dashed through the 
streets at midday, tearing houses to pieces, 
throwing them into the air, and utterly 
wrecking the neighborhood. It also killed 
many people, after which it was seen 
quietiy feeding in the gardens near the 
town. 

Another native told a similar story. 
This time the rogue appeared at night, 
broke down fences, and destroyed the 
crops. When fired upon, it rushed into 
a small village, doilgag much damage and 
driving the inhabitants to the woods. 

Still another man reported that for 
weeks a public road between two villages 
had been deserted by every one, because 
the rogue had taken possession. The man 
added that at the time of the hunter's 
coming the elephant was destroying the 
rice fields about the town, the people be- 
ing powerless to prevent him. 

This evidence was sufficient to show bim 
that the elephant was a shy and vicious 
ae and must be approached with cau- 

on. 


Ten or fifteen elephants that could be 
relied upon were engaged, and also a 
force of experienced beaters and drivers. 
Early one morning the party set out for 
the capture of the rogue—then supposed 
to be about thirty miles away. 

Finally they reached the neighborhood 
in which the rogue was supposed to be 
hiding. The hunter found that the vil- 
lagers had told no more than the truth. 
The people were in a state of terror, 
not knowing at what moment the huge 
animal might rush out upon them. The 
night before it had been seen feeding in 
the rice fields, and probably it was then 
not far away. After seeing his men and 
elephants established in camp, the hun- 
ter went with the head man of the ryil- 
lage to look over the ground. 

The head man was greatly excited, and 
told some rvelous stories about the 
elephant and its doings. He showed the 
newcomers a field where the fences had 
been razed to the ground and trampled 
to pleces, and the crops eaten or de- 
stroyed. The rogue had been there the 
previous night, and as it would return 
again to continue its feast upon what 
was left, the sporteman decided to await 
it here. In the center of a patch of grain 
was a framework platform or scaffolding, 
built by the natives, to serve the purpose 
of an American scarecrow. Wt was larce 
enough for a few natives to stand upon. 
They frightened away birds or beasts by 
beating tomtoms and making other loud 
noises. 
The hunter informed the native that he 
would station himself on the scaffol@tng 
that evening. and Shoot the rogue when 
it came to finish its meal. The head man 
shook his head, and replied that it was 
a piece of great danger, but the sportaman 
insisted, and night found him lying upon 
the scaffolding, with several gun-bearers, 
while others were hidden about the field.

Salt Bush—Another Forage Plant. 


By way of the Tulare Register we ran

It Strikes Down to the Root of Inter- 
national Relations. 


(Chicago Inter-Ocean:) There is much 
more involved in the sugar question as 
it has developed between Germany and 
the United States than seems to»be gen- 
erally supposed, an! certainly mueh more 
than one would infer’ from the formal 
statement of the Secretary of State to 
the President, published some days ago. 
The principle involv strikes down to 
the very roots of both international re- 
lations and national. legislation. Secre- 
tary Gresham makes ‘a concession which 


be dreamt of in his philosophy, 
which, if allowed to receive Congressional 
be a dangerous prece- 
ent. 

We refer primarily to what is called 
the “favored nation” treaty clause, the 
basis of Germany's protest against the 
sugar tariff. Such a clause exists in a 
good mapy modern treaties, several nego- 
tiated between the United States and 
other nations. It is only an awkward 
pharse, but a misleading one. It simply 
provides that the treaty powers will treat 
each other as well as they treat apy other 
nation. The particular treaty on which 
Germany's protest is ‘based is confined to 
Prussia and was negotiated some fifty 
years ago. It guarantees that neither 
shall invidiously discriminate against the 
other. The German government claims 
that the tariffs of 1890 and 1894 both 
violate that treaty. So far as concerns 
the principle of international law the two 
are precisely alike, but practically they 
are widely unlike. In the case of the 
McKinley law the effect was to prevent 
the importation from Germany to this 
country of refined sugar, while not in- 
terfering at all with the importation of 
raw sugar. As Germany cares only to 
encourage production and exportation no 
protest was made against that law. But 
the Wilson-Gorman tariff extends the 
“differential” duty, as it is called, to the 
raw product also. 

So far from meekly and unconditionally 
accepting the German ‘theory of the treaty, 
Secretary Gresham should have combated 
it on two grounds. First, the “favored na- 
tion”’ clause relates to other treaties, and 
not to legislation. Congress cannot be 
abridged in its constitutional prerogative of 
legislation by treaty. That question has 
come up in other forms and connections, 
and must not be lightly surrendered. Bur 
the main point now is, second, that the 
German theory of the clause, apart from 
the constitutional jurisdiction of Congress, 
is indefensible. If the law had singled out 
Prussia and placed a higher duty on sugar 
than on that of other countries, that would 
have been invidious discrimination; but it 
did not. What it did do was to say in -f- 
fect to every sugar-producing country in 
the' world: “If you pay an export bounty to 
your sugar-producers, the United States 
will exact an offsetting special duty on the 
same.’ The law is general in terms, and, 
indeed, universal in its application. No 
export bounty sugar the world over é¢an 
pass through a custom-house of the United 
States without being subjected to this pro- 
vision of the tariff. 

This country imported, In the fiscal year 
1893, 3,766,445.347 pounds, while it raised 
only 481,270,222 pounds. America has a 
eweet tooth. 

This production of beet sugar has been 
developed by bounties, and wholly within 
the present century. 
as late as when this century reached its 
middle period, and now it considerably ex- 
ceeds the cane product. Germany, where 
not a pound of cane sugar coulé be pro- 
duced, now leads the world in sugar. 
Bounty did it. Once !t gave a bounty on 
all the domestic product, but now the 
bounty is confined to the exported part of 
the crop. 

If this country did not protect our sugar- 
raisers from this export bounty, Germany 
would have it in its power, by putting on 
just a little more bounty, to destroy, root 
and branch, the sugar production of this 
country. 

It would seem that Secretary Gresham 
did not give to the subject that thorough- 
ness of consideration to which its impor- 
tance entitled it, especially its importance 
as a precedent.

The comments 
which it has elicited have been of peculiar 
interest, as-revealing the mental attitude 
upon social questions, and the habits of 
thought concerning them, of the men who 
aspire to lead or at least: to forecast pub- 
lic op’nion. The leaders of the war against 
law and order, who undertook to coerce 


laws, now laud the report, and exult in its 
eonchusions as the final vindication of 
their motives and methods. The more 
thoughtful members of the press treat it

ANOTHER ‘SURPRISE ON THE 
PART OF THE TRUSTEES. 


No Change Made in the Sunday-clos- 
ing Ordinance—A Suit Over 
Election Expenses— 

News Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 4.—(Special 
Cortespondence.) The meeting of the 
City Trustees last night provided another 
surprise, as the recent action of that body 
‘had led all to expect that the Sunday- 
‘closing ordinance would be tightened by 
the passage of the ordinance introduced 
at the last meeting of the board, repeal- 
ing ordinance No. 165, which permits the 
sale of soda water, ice cream and candy 
oh Sunday. But these expectations were 
destined to be disappointed. The surprise 
is the greater because of the way the vote 
stood. Trustee Lawson, who is in favor 
of permitting business houses to open on 
Sunday, was excused from voting. The 
roll call showed Harris and Whitney in 
favor of the ordinance—i. e., closing all 
business—-and Barton and Parker against 
it. It being a tie, the ordinance failed to 
carry. . 

The electric light bill, which comes into 
controversy about every month, was 
brought up by a proposition from the at- 
torneys of the electric light company to 
compromise upon a basis of $400. The 
bill was originally for $460 and upon pay- 
ment being refused fit was cut to $415, 
the trustees still refusing, and demanding 
a reduction to $345. The compromise offer 
was filed. 

After some discussion over the report 
of the committee that to compile and print 
the city ordinances would cost “about $1 
a page,’ the matter was referred to the 
City Clerk and City Attorney for more 
definite information. 

The City Health Officer made an offer 
to.bury all dead animals for an addition 
of $15 a month to his salary. The mat- 
ter went over. - 

The time for the payment of city taxes 
without penalty was extended to Janu- 
ary 16. 

ELECTION EXPENSES SUIT. 

There is likely to be a test case brought 
in this county to determine the constitu- 
tionality of that clause in the election 
laws requiring all candidates for office 
in any election to file with the County 
Clerk an affidavit of election expenses. H. J. 
Roberts of Hesperia. was elected Justice of 
the Peace at the last general election, and 
should take his seat as a justice of his 
district on Monday next. But he failed 
to file the required affidavit of expenses 
and County Clerk Hamilton refused to 
issue to him a certificate of clection. He 
maintains that as he incurred no expenses 
he had no statement of expenses to file, 
and was therefore exempt from the work- 
ings of that clause in the law. He has 
employed Col. A. B. Paris to prepare a

“T consent that the statement of ranks 
and card of dismissal, either or both, may 
be withheld at the discretion of the faculty 
(if I should leave college to avoid investi- 
gation.”’) 

To a man up a tree it seems that if such 
were the meaning it might as well have 
said so. One young lady angrily exclaimed: 
“If the faculty has so little confidence in 
the students as to require us to sign such 
a contract, how much can they expect us 
to have in them?” 

However, the majority of the students 
did finally trust to the interpretation of- 
fered by the “profs.” but the care they 
took in having an understanding would in- 
dicate, at least, a hot very gracious accept- 
ance of the best circumstances offered in 
signing the document. 

The new rules in contrast to the “con- 
tract." on the whole, were well received 
by the students; but some of them were 
loudly deciared to be uncalled for—for tn- 
stance, the injunction to avoid ‘Undue 
familiarity between ladies and gentlemen.”
